40. (Currently Amended) A driver inflrastructure for interfacing a distrib ited 
directory and applications comprising: 

a generator to receive a directory event from the disfributed directory and to generate a 
generic data for the directory event, the distributed directory including a reference K - at least one 
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resource on one of at least two computers on a ciftmpiiter- notwork: network, the direc :of y event 
representing a change to the distributed directory: 

a first transformation profile defining a first predetermined fomiat for use by a first 
application; 

a second transformation profile defining a second predetemuned format for t se by a 
second application; 

a transformation processor to transform the generic data for the directory eve it into a first 
application data for the first application using the first transformation profile and to t ransform the

the second application data to the second application.
